Ford, Brezhnev Sign Pact on Peaceful A-Tests 


WASHINGTON, May 28 (IHT).—Fifteen days after ‘it was 
first planned, President Ford and Soviet party leader Leonid 
Brezhnev today signed tn simultaneous White House and 
Kremlin ceremonies a treaty controlling the use of nuclear 
explosiocs for nonzmilitary purposes. 

The two leaders also signed a protocol to the five-year 
treaty giving lengthy technical details on monitoring 50-called 


peaceful nuclear explosions. 


The signing had been delayed from May 13 at U.S. request. 
Some sources said the delay was politically motivated because 
Mr. Ford feared the treaty might give Republican challenger 
Ronald Reagan another campaign issue. But other sources 
msisted the original, rush plans for the signing were not feasible 
and hae to be postponed for essentially technical reasons.

Arms Buildup 
Not Planned 
By Japanese 


White Paper Stresses 
Reliance on U.S,

TOKYO, May 23 ONYT).—A 
new white paper on defense dis- 
closes that Japan intends to 
continue relying on the United 
States for its primary military 
security and plans no major arms 
buildup of its own. 

‘The white paper on Japan's 
defense power, scheduled to be 
made public on June 4, also 
reveals Jananese anxieties over 
the uneasy balance of power that 
surrounds this island nation. 

The document, the first such 
since 1970, underscores Japan's 
reliance on the U.S. nuclear um- 
brella and on conventional forces 
under the mutual security treaty. 
And it appears to be unresponsive 
to urging from the United States 
that Japan increase its military 
spending and assume more re- 
sponsibility for its own and 
regional security. 

The document indicates only a 
small increase in military spend- 
ing. Japan spends less than 1 per 
eent of its gross national product 
annually, compared with about 
Ἢ per cent by the United States 
and 11 per cent by the Soviet 
Union. 

The drafters foresaw no major 
aggression against Japan but 8 
need to prepare for possible in- 
direct aggression, small-scale in- 
cursions and wars that spread 
from elsewhere in Asia. 

Perhaps most revealing was the 
virw of the balance of power in 
Asia seen by the Japanese mili- 
tary. 

‘Feeling of Distrust’ : 

Between the United States and 
the Soviet Union, the paper says, 
the “feeling of distrust” will not 
be eliminated. Instead, cycles of 
tension and relaxation will be re- 
pezted in the future. 

With that standoff, the Jana- 
nese planners sald, the United 
States and the Soviet Union 
would maintain their potential for 
nuclear war. 

The planners also saw no les- 
sening of the conflict between the 
Soviet Union and China. “There 
is hardly any possibility that 
Sino-Soviet relations will develop 
to the extent of eliminating the 
confrontation,” the paper says. 

Bul the Japanese were opti- 
ie about U.S. relations with 

άπ, suggesting that “mutual 
coordination” will be continued in 
the future. 

The paper noted that military 
tension on the Kerean peninsula 
“is. markedly high" and "that the 
situation’ there “is extremely im- 
portant for the security of our 
country.” 


However, it contended 
that the military forces in the 
area, including those of the 
United States in South Korea, are 
fn balance and that, therefore, 
“there are no prospects that it 
will develop into a large-scale 
military conflict.”

The Central Stutistical Otfice 
said in its quarteriy bulletin that 
653 whites arrived in Rhodesia 
Jast month but 1470 emigrated, 
making a loss of 817. 

Between January and April, the 
country recorded 4 net loss of 
873 whites through emigration, 
the bulletin said. A government 
spokesman said that a projection 
of the figures for the year would 
give a loss of 2,500, 

The loss coincides with an 1π- 
tensification of the guerrilla war 
Which has claimed the. lives of 
34 Rhodesian soldiers and 232 
guerrillas since January.

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U.S. Support of African Violence 


The guerrilla warfare in Rhodesia is draw- 
Ing U.S. poliey into an inconsistency that 
ought to be ziven a careful look before {t 
hardens into a major contradiction. On the 
one hand the Ford administration is trying 
to mobilize international pressure to remove 
the Cuban troops already in Angola by way 
of insuring. among other things. that they 
won't be used in Rhodesia. On the other 
hand, the administration is asking Congress 
for $12.5 million in aid to Mozambique: this 
money will make it that much easier for 
Mozambique to weather the effects of sus- 
pending economie ties with Rhodesia. Not 
to put too fine a point on it, what that 
means is that this $12.5 miliion will also 
make it that much easier for Mozambique 
to fund the operations of thousands of 
Rhodesian guerrillas that Mozambique is 
sponsoring against Salisbury right now. 

To be sure, the source of this inconsistency 
{s piain. For seven-plus years the Nixon and 
Ford administrations calculated that “the 
whites are here to stay .. . there is no hope 
for the blacks to gain the political rights 
they seek through violence.” In other words, 
the United States in that period largely 
4gnored the iiberation struggles. Oniy when 
a successful Cuban intervention in Angola 
raised the prospect of Communist gains 
elsewhere did Secretary of State Kissinger 
seek. In haste. to place the United States 
pbeguivocally on the side of black majorily 
rule in Rhodesis. What he seems not to 
have fuliy perceived, however, is that by its 
earlier neglect Washington had lost a good 
deal of what opportunity there may have 
been to faciiitate majority rule by “peaceful 
change.” By the time Mr. Kissinger got into 
the action, that goal was already being pur- 
sued by violent means. And 50, by political 
commitment and—if the aid to Mozambique 
goes throuzh—by material support, the 
United States is becoming 2 party to the use 
of force across an international frontier. 
This will be the actual effect, though per- 
haps not the intended or admitted purpose 
of the aid. 

His eye still mainly on those Cubans in 


Angola. Mr. Kissinger declared the otner day 
that U.S. policy had contributed to Fidel 
Castro's recent “positive” pledge to halve his 
forces in Angola by 1977. Washington is en- 
titled to take 2 little credit, however dif- 
ficult it may be to read Mr. Castro's motives 
at any point along the way. As of right 


“now, Mr. Castro wants it known that he does 


not wish to become “the crusader of the 
20th century.” and his second-in-command 
offers the fiction that, in alding the Popular 
Movement in Angola, Cuba wag merely back- 
ing the already-legitimate government of 
one country and not preparing to intervene 
elsewhere. Any cooling off of U.S. and 
Cuban passions 1s to their common good. 
But thousands of guerrillas ere already 
eperating ont of Mozambique. U.S. aid will 
give them a psychological as well as material 
boost. The issue of violence in Rhodesia will 
be there, even if the Cubans are not. 

We reject the blinkered views of Sen. 
James B. Allen. D-Ala., on the racial enlight- 
pnment of the Salisbury government. We 
think nonetheless he is right to ask why the 
United States should support an armed 
attack on an established government across 
an international border—regardless of how 
reprehensible that government may be and 
irrespective of how it holds power. You 
don't have to be soft on Salisbury—and we 
wouldn't exactly place the Post in that 
eategory—to be worried about whether even 
indirect 0.8, eollaboration with Mozambique 
in this enterprise would not create ἃ ques- 
tionable precedent in a highly explosive 
situation. It would move Washington tm- 
comfortably closer to doing in Rhodesia 
exactiy what it criticized Moscow for doing 
in Angola. American sympathy for black 
liberation should be unhesitating and beyond 
question. But whether the United States 
should support this objective by lending its 
financial weight to a policy of violent inter- 
vention is quite a different issue, and one 
that is fraught with more than enough perils 
and pitfalls to justify a prompt and full 


* debate.

Moscow’s Trade Deficit 


Traditionally, 2 major Soviet boast has 
been that the system of centralized economic 
planning has made it possible to insulate 
the domestic Soviet economy from the 
“chaotic fiuctuations” of the world capitalist 
economy. 


The conventional Soviet argument 15 that 
Moscow planners are able to manipulate’ 


imports and exports to keep the balance of 
trade in equilibrium. Soviet foreign eco- 
nomics specialists deride the unplanned 
Western economies which seek balance-of- 
payments equilibrium by permitting their 
currencies to fluctuate. The ruble, Moscow 
claims, is stable and can be a purely 
domestic currency because planning insu- 
lates the Soviet economy from the inter- 
national market ordeals suffered by the 
dollar, the pound, or the mark. Historically, 
moreover, the Soviet Union bas usually en- 
joyed an export surplus since World War IL 
a reflection of this centrally planned controi 
over foreign trade. 

Given this background, a sense of shock 
will be felt by many students of the 1975 
Soviet foreign trade figures just released in 
Moscow. Last year, overall Soviet foreign 
trade ran up a deficit of nearly $3.6 billion, 


while the trade deficit with industrialized 
Western nations—the deficit that’ must be 
covered by hard currencies—was almost 
3 billion. . 

Presumably the politicians overrode the 
planners. To get 8 foreign trade equilibrium 


‘last year, especially with the West, Moscow 


would have had te cut back sharply on its 
purchases of Western technology—many of 
them covered by long-term contracts—or 
eschew making the large-scale grain pur- 
chases needed to keep the Soviet people 
supplied with bread. The Kremlin must 
have decided that these alternatives were 
too unpleasant and opted instead for the 
trade deficit. ᾿ 

The Soviet Union’s credit is good these 
days and Western banks have been happy to 
Joan money to Moscow, to the East European 
satellites, and even to the Council for Mutual 
Economic Assistance (Comecon). But the 
debts are-mounting, and they will increase 
still further if large trade deficits become a 
Soviet way of fe. Questions have already 
been raised among Western bankers about 
the limits that should be set on these debts. 
The latest Soviet foreign trade data can only 
intensify tihis concern.

Recklessness in Eritrea 


Ethiopia's military rulers are behaving 
with ca.lous recklessness in sending an un- 
cvained army of peasants into Eritrea, osten- 
sibly to crush a separatist guerrilla move- 
ment that regular Ethiopian troops have. 
been unable even to contain. The Addis 
Ababa regime has been doubly irresponsible 
in recruiting thousands of the largely 
Christian peasants by arousing their ancient 
hatred of Islam and promising them 2 holy 
wer. 

What the peasants do not Enow is that 
Eritrea’s population of 3 million contains 4 
large Christian minority and that one of the 
two guerrilla organizations. the Popular 
Liberation Front, is mostly Christian. Ob- 
viously ignorant of the origin of Eritrean 
separatism. many of these peasanis hava 
been told oniy. as one recruit said. that 
“there are Arabs who want to conquer 
Ethiopia and I am going to ἘΠῚ them and 
‘bring back their money and gold.” 

The prospects for this ragtag force against 
hardened underground fighters, operating 
on their own turf. are so hopeless that 
Ethiopia's Military Council cannot realiy be 
serious about such a contest. A more om- 
dnous possibility is that the council intends 
to use the peasant army to subdue the un- 
armed Eritrean civilian population while the 
regular Ethiopian Army concentrates on 
rooting out the guerrillas. 


One of the strangest aspects of this bizarre 
project is that it got under way only a week 
after an unexpected conciliation offer to 


Eritrea by Ethiopia's head of state, Brig.. 


Gen. Tafari Banti The general held out 
the prospect of considerable regional auton- 
omy for the former Ttalian colony that was 
joined to Ethiopia only in 1952, He prom- 
lsed broad amnesty and financial aid. Was 
this conciliatory gesture merely a smoke- 
screen? 

The Horn of Africa’s political instability 
carries the threat of great-power involve- 
ment. A serieus dispute looms between 
Ethiopia and Somaila, which has close ties 
to the Soviet Union, over the Territory of 
Afars and Issas, from which France will soon 
depart. In this circumstance, it is under- 
standable that Ethiopia's rulers wish to ter- 
minate quickly the long struggle with Eri- 
trean separatists. 

But the best prospect for ending that dis- 
pute surely 1165 with such a conciliatory 


approach as suggested by Gen. Tafari, rather .

Putting the Nonobjective Russian Artists i in Perspective.

Viadimir Tatlin (1885-1953), who, 
after some years in the Russian 
Merchant Marine, studied art and 
architecture in Moscow and be- 
came a friend of the rayonnist 
Mikhail Larionov (“The genit of 
our times are trousers, jackets, 
buses, planes, railways and beeu- 
tiful ships; what an incomparably 
great epoch of ‘world history.” 
Rayonnist Manifesto, 1913). He 
traveled to Paris vie Berlin in 
1913 ta meet and discuss art with 
Picasso: and in 1918, after the 
Russian revolution, became direc- 
tor of all artist organizations in 
Mescow. His chief contribution 
to nonobjectivism was extreme re- 
spect for the physical properties 
of his materials, and his per- 
Petual endeavors to extend the 
range of materials considered 
suitable for “artistic” uses. 

Alexander Redehenke (1881- 
1933), who came under the in- 
fluence of Tatlin and Malevich 
before 1913, himself wrote of his 
us¢ of lines: “The line has reveal- 
ed a new vision of the world— 
really to construct and not fust 
te represent." His constructions 
are of two kinds: an off-center 


Among other works of special 
interest is the “Axiometric Con- 
struction” by Gustav Klucis (1895- 
1938), & Latvian who met and was 
influenced by Malevich when he 
went to Moscow in 1919 to be- 
eome one of Lenin's personal 
bodyguards at the Kremlin, “Su- 
prematist Composiiions” by Niko- 
Jai Suetin (1887-1954), chiefly re- 
nowned for his porcelain designs, 
and for fashioning the suprema- 
tist coffin in which Malevich was 
buried; and the pictorial seulp- 
tures of Ivan Puni (184-1956) 
and ‘Yori Annenkov 394-1974). 

By 1925, nonobjective art was 
finished with the reelist reaction 
setting in. Malevich, after the 
publication in Germauy of his 
book, “The Non-Objective World,” 
im 1925, returned to the Soviet 
Union and invotved himself in 
architecture and town planning, 
with sorties into realist painting. 
‘Tatlin designed gliders, went into 
theater design and, like Malevich,

Elucis disappeared in one of 
Stalin's purges. Puni and An- 
nenkov settled in Paris in 1923 
and 1924 respectively, and be- 
came a part of the all-embracing 
Ecole de Paris.

Longer-Term Growth

APPLE WENT BUST -

Comare on like the tough- 
talking, streetwise reporter 
that he is, Pred Ferretti starts 
off his 1975 year-long narrative 
of New York City’s financial 
crisis at @ smart clip, He names 
the city's angels of destruction 
and polishes each of them. off 
with a typewriter dipped in acid. 

Among the politicians who 
helped bring New York to its 
knees was Nelson Rockefeller, 
whom Ferretti calls “the godfather 
of New York City's fiscal night- 
mare"; former mayors Robert P. 
Wagner and Jobn V. Lindsay; 
the current mayor, Abrabam D.. 
Beame, who had been budget 
director and city controller dur- 
ing the Wagner-Lindsay years; 
‘Treasury i 


mon, who, in an earlier incarna- 
tion, served on Controller Beame's 
Technical Debt Advisory Com- 
mittee; and President Lyndon 
Baines Johnson. 

It was Mayor Wagner and 
Nelson Rockefeller, says Ferretti, 
who first opened the floodgates 
out of ‘which city dollars flowed 
so copiously during the Lindsay 
era. Wagner, whom Ferretti cred- 
its with having run a fiscally 
responsible administration until 
his last year in office, faced 2 
deficit in 1965 of $255.3 million 
with ἃ record city budget of $3.7 
billion. Rockefeller, whom Fer- 
retti describes as a Wagner pal, 
helped him to garner enough 
Republican votes in the state 
legislature to lezalizé the city’s 
borrowing on the mayor's es- 
timates of anticipated: revenue 
from state and federal sources. 
The Wagner-Rockefeller financial 
gimmick also allowed the city to 
borrow against future taxes and 
fees “that, while owed, were not 
scheduled for payment during 
the year. It was quite simply 
borrowing against collateral,” says 
Ferretti, and “It was a boon that 
Proved to be the seed of the 
city's undoing.” Wagner left his 
Successor, Lindsay, with a billion~ 
dollar deficit. 

As Lindsay loped in on his 
white horse, he decried Wagner's 
deficit financing. However, 2fter 
two years in office. Lindsay also 
took to borrowing, and with both 
hands. Ferretti points ont that 
when Lindsay came In. the shori- 
term debt was $24 billion By 
1973, his last budget, Lindsay had 
managed to increase the city's 
short-term debt to $7.8 billion, 
an increase of 80 per cent. “And.” 
writes Ferretti, “in his 1971 bud- 
get Lindsay proposed exactly 
what he had condemned Waguer 
for. a borrowing of $360 million 
just to put the balance In hal- 
ance.” Nor was Lindsay impeded 
seriously in his spending by the 
presence of a hostile political 
rival in Albany. Ferretti points 
out that Lindsay was able te 
shake huge state contributions 
out of the then Gov. Rockefelier, 
by crying wolf at budget time 
and by confrontation politics. 
Ultimately. Rockefeller's national 
ambitions overcame his natural 
inclination to. step on 8 dangerous 
Tival. . 

Lindsay was also left with the 
legacy of President Lyndon John- 
son’s War on Poverty and the 
consequent raised expectations in 
the city’s ghettoes. But by 1970, 
the city began to feel the “be- 
nign neglect” of a new President, 
Richard Nixon, and Lindsay's 
courageous walking tours ef the 


ghetioes were, as Ferretti notes,

England game in the Los Angeles 
Coliseum was a magnificent af- 
fair, showing soccer almost at its 
best, sophisticated both technically 
and tactically. Curiousty enough, 
the Brazilian style of play stits 
the English, who remarked after- 
wards how much better for them 
and how much easier it was than 
playing recently against Scotland, 
whose tackling was fierce and 
quick, The Brazilians stand off 
and give you time to play, time 
which players such as Trevor 
Brooking and Gerry Francis are 
well able to use. Such a spec- 
tacle deserved a far better crowd, 
but the game was ineptly publi- 
cized, which brings us to another 
problem in the development of 
American soccer. 

The officials of the United 
States Soccer Association blamed. 
the local organizers in Los An- 
geles, but the association itself 
bas come in for violent criticism, 
on the grounds thet it is a small, 
obscure body which has been 
hopelessly overtaken by the his- 
torical process. Soccer, ‘from 
being a marginal activity run 
largely by little men with “ethnic” 
accents, has suddenly become ἃ 
major activity. Yet the associa~ 
tion is not only impugned by the 
‘Young Turks of the NASL and its 
ambitious clubs but also by cer- 
tain youth soccer programs, not 
least in California, whose com- 
plaints is thet the NAST has 
nothing to offer them, and is 
merely obsessed with winning the 
World Cup. Certainly much more 
could have been done to tell Los 
Angeles about the Coliseum 
game, even if more than 30,000 
people attended it. Television ad- 
vertising was too llttie and too 
late, while no attempt seemed to 
have been made to generate in- 
terest on the talk shows, even 
though the likes of Peter Ustinov 
and Georgia Brown attended the 
game itself. 

My feeling is that soccer in 
America will never teke off until 
the country’s blacks have been 
“turned on.” At the Los Angeles 
hotel where the England team 
was staying, I spoke to an amiable 
and stalwart black swimming pool 
attendant who had gone to the 
game and enjoyed it. When I

told him of my theory, he smiled 
and said, “But we were never 
shown soccer in school.” The 
dynamic reflexes, the explosive 
power. of the best black players 
transformed Brazilian soecer be- 
tween the world wars and could 
well do the same for soccer here. 
Everybody realizes that this is 2 
transitional stage. one in which 
the professional game is merely 
a parasite on British soccer and 
its players. Yet goodness knows 
jt is being taken seriously enough. 
I was astonished to hear in Los 
Angeles that my friend Ron New- 
man, manager of the local Hawks 
in the American Soccer League.

Celtics Give 
Suns Lesson

BOSTON, May 28 (WP).—For 
oNe magnificent stretch of the 
third quarter last’ night, Boston 
looked like the Celtics of yester- 
year, and the Phoenix Suns were 
sunk. After moving to a 23-point 
lead, the home team then toyed 
with the upstarts from the West 
in racking up a 105-90 victory 
at Boston Garden. 


The Celtics now have a 2-0 lead 
in the best-of-seven-game series 
for the National Basketball As- 
sociation championship, The third 
game of the series will be played 
in Phoenix Sunday afternoon. 


Boston has had its troubles 
trying to run lately, primarily 
because John Havlicek has been 
slowed down with a sore foot, 


Haylicek didn't start again last 
night, but came in as soon as 
the Celtics got in trouble, which 
was almost right away, and end- 
ed up as his team’s leading scorer 
with 23 points. He also wes 
instrumental in the third-quarter 
rally that sent the Celtics from 
a 46-41 half-time advantage to 
an 80-57 bulge going into the 
final period. 


The Celtics played their best 
basketball in a long time in the 
third period and despite a brief 
fourth-quarter collapse, they top- 
ped the 100-point mark for the 
first time in seven games. 


‘The Celtics started the third 
period as if they were losing all 
the frustrations of having been 
confined offensively for so long. 
They ran and outscored the 
bewildered Suns, 20-2, to open 
the period. i 

Baviicek, who had 10 points 
in the quarter, started it with a 
free throw and Baston scored its 
next nine times down the floor. 

The big plays were back-to- 
back steals by Charlie Scott and 
Jo Jo White and a technical 
foul called on Phoenix coach John 
Macleod. 

“I think those steals and the 
technical turned it around,” White 
seid. “They got 8, little disrupted 
there. They started forcing shots 
and were only getting one shot 
at the basket. We would get 
the rebound and push the ball 
tp the floor and get a good shot.”
